Ormat Turbines, an Israeli com- 
pany, projects it will produce 2000 
megawatts of electricity per year 
by the end of the century by using 
solar ponds in the Dead Sea, ac- 
cording to head Ormat engineer 
Hime Hershman 

Israel now uses about 2000 
megawatts of electricty per year 
roughly the amount SMUD 
produces annually 

The importance of Israel's pro- 
jected dependence on solar power 
to provide much of its electricity 
was explained to about 125 CSUS 
students and facuity members and 
Sacramento citizens by Hershman 
and Robert French, of the Califor- 
nia institute of Technology, in the 
Music Recital Hall 

The solar ponds are large 
bodies of sait water, or brine. of 
various depths 


Nader advocate blasts SAT test

The Scholastic Aptitude Test's 
(SAT) ability to measure how well 
@ college student will perform 
academically is not much better 
than a “toss of the dice,” Gerri 
Ryan, representative of the 
California Public Interest 
Research Group, told about 20 
CSUS students Monday 

Ayan based her statement on 
the Raiph Nader Report on the 
Education Testing Service (ETS), 
The Reign of ETS: The Cor- 
poration That Makes Up Minds. 
The Nader report used the same 
dice comparison. Nader himself 
charged last year that ETS's claim 
that its SAT test accurately 
measures student potential was 
“specialized kind of fraud.” 

The Educational Testing Ser- 
vice, a non - profit corporation 
based in Princeten, NJ, in- 
fluences “the chance to enter haif 
of U.S. colleges, 75 percent of U S. 
pgraduate programs, 80 percent of 
business schools, and 100 percent 
of law schools” through the SAT 
and other tests, according to ane. - 


ticle in the April/May Today's 
Education 

“Now when you were 17," con- 
tinued Ryan, “and someone said to 
you, ‘I’m going to toss two die and 
that will determine where you go to 
college,’ “ou would have laughed 
at them.” 

“They don't say that. They say 
‘I'm going to make you take a four - 
hour test that's going to erase to 4 
large degree what you did in high 
school and determine where you 
go to college.” 

Ryan said that CalPirg, one of a 
network of Public information 
Research Groups (Pirg's) founded 
in 1970 by Raiph Nader, is tob- 
bying for legisiation to require 
publication of ETS's annual audit 
and to release answer sheets and 
test questions to studenis who had 
taken the test, “to make sure that it 
was graded correctly ' 

Regarding the audit, Ryan saio, 
“ETS is a $30 million corporation 
All that money is non - profit, isnon 
- taxable, and it all comes from 
Students (through test fees) 
Students don't know what (the 
money) is used for.” 


Japanese diplomat 
stresses cooperation

Japanese Consul Genera! 
Hiroshi Kitamura said Japan is 
much more dependent on foreign 
trade than is the United States in a 
speech to the Wovid Affairs Coun- 
cil Thursday. 

Kitamura represents § the 
dapanese government in Califor- 
nia (except Los Angeles and San 
Diego) as well as in Nevada, Utah 
and Colorado. During the course 
of the evening, Kitamura 
commented on security, 
economics and trade relations 
between Japan and the United 


States 

“Historicaily, the United States 
has not depended much of foreign 
trade. Foreign languages are 
not stressed in American univer- 
sities. Today there are signs that 
this is changing,” Kitamura said 

He continued, “Japan has nro 
choice but to export — we cannot 
be self - sufficient "As an example, 
Kitamura contends that 99 percent 
of the oil used by Japan must be 
imported. in order to pay for 
necessary imports, Japan must ex- 
port goods for sale in other coun- 


tries

pointments because of its bipartisanship and because people who are 
from ail areas of the state, and who have experience with different 
types of law, serve on the commission, said O'Connor 

“It provides a good check on any governor. | think we need 
someone to research and to check the background of the judges,” 


O'Connor said 


O'Connor, who meets twice monthly with the board in Los Angeles 
and in San Francisco, says she doesn’t think politics plays a large is- 
sue in the municipal and superior courts. “Of course the governor nor- 


mally appoints Democrats, except 


in afew instances,” O'Connor said 
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The salt in the water is the key to 
energy storage. A freshwater pond 
would not be abie to store heat 
because water warmed by the sun 
would continually rise to the sur- 
face, causing the heat to escape 
However, when aalt is added, the 
water becomes heavier, ard its 
movement is kept to a minimum 
The water heated at the bottom 
holds its heat and continues to 
grow warmer 

Hershman explained that the 
ponds in Israel are approximately 
15 feet deep, containing three 
different layers of salt concen- 
tration. The bottom, or storage 
iayer, is 10 feet thick and contains 
a high, uniform concentration of 
salt. The second layer, or salinity 
gradient, is 4.5 feet thick, con 
taining its highest percentage of 
salt at the bottom while growing 
progressively less salty as it nears 
the top. The finai layer of 10 inches 
is nearly fresh and serves as an in 
sulating layer of cool water 

Overali, the water has a sait 
concentration of 25 percent, Her 
shman said, and can reach 
temperatures in the bottom 
storage layer of 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit 

When the water at the bottom of 
the ponds has reached a high 
enough temperature, it is pumped 
Out and used to boil a liquid with a 
low boiling point, explained Her- 
shman. The resulting steam is 
used to turn a special turbine 
developed by Ormat, which 
produces electricity 

According to Hershman the 
ponds now operating in israel 
produce 15 percent more energy in 
the summer than in the winter. He 
added that the larger the bottom

layer is, the smaller the variation jn 
energy production would be 

Hershman said the storage 
layer could eliminate weather 
problems. Once heat is obtained 
and stored in the bottom layer, it 
can be used later in times of bad 
weather 

Because the efficiency of the 
ponds depends on keeping the 
warmer layers from rising, the 
wind can become a problem, Her- 
shman noted. To combat this dis- 
turbance, Ormat has developed 
wind breaks which keep the water 
calm, he said 

Hershman stressed that Ormat 
is learning by doing, and that the 
Israeli government has placed 
great faith, as well as money, inthis 
new energy source 

The price of imported oil is so 
high in tsraet that the government 
was forced to look at other 
methods of energy production, 
Hershman said 

“The one natural resource we 
have plenty of is sun, and if by us- 
ing it we have a chance to reduce 
our dependency on foreign ail, 
we'll take it,” Hershman added 

Israel believes the future of 
solar ponds is in large bodies of 
water because sali ponds are not 
cost efficient. Additionally, the 
knowledge needed to runa pondis 
not easily acquired, Hershman 
added 

Hershman said israel hopes to 
develop export potential of solar 
pond technology, but he stresged 
that solar ponds are not the anewer 
to the energy question. 

“Solar ponds are not a 
to the world’s energy ‘it’s 
a solution for areas that have the

sentiment of the Japanese 
people’ 
Kitamura said that Japan's 


relationship with the United States 
is the “cornerstone of our foreign 
policy. The United States is the 
largest and most powerful nation 
in the free world.” 

He feels that Japan has made 
sacrifices, not oniy to maintain 
good will between the two coun- 
tries, but also to demonstrate 
Japanese support of the United 
States 

One example that Kitamura 
used in showing evidence of sup- 
port for the United Siates was that 
Japan cut down imports of oil from 
Iran when the American hostages 
were taken. When the hostages 
were not released as demanded 
Japan cut off all imports from tran 

Kitamura said, “On the whole, 
United States - Japanese relations 
have never been better. We cannot 
and must not take our good 
relations for granted.”

Kirshbaum, a prize winner in international cello competition 
cradled the celio as though rocking a baby while the music took onan 
eerie tone in the second movemert.

Counseling and work, not a cage in the dark 
ife of inmate urges rehabilitation, not punishment

Crime rates are rising all over the United States 
and the public is demanding a return to stiffer 
penalties and longer prison sentences for law 
breakers. It isa trend that CSUS student Terry Wicks 
is very upset about. Wicks, who will graduate this fall 
with a degree in corrections, holds some unor- 
thodox views on the corrections systems in the 
United States 

Wicks has had more contact with the California 
correctionai system than have most people. Her 
husband Bob was convicted of raping two of her 
daughters in 1978 and was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. She feels that the conviction was totally u 
justified 

‘Why | went into corrections was to understand 
how a system could be so terribly unjust, to break all 
of the rules, (to) take things and biow them out of 
proportion 

Her husband has served time in Vacaville and 
Folsom prisons and is currently serving time at Duell 
Vocational Institute in Tracy, Calif. He is due tc 
be released in Septernber of 1982 Shealsohasa 
who is serving 4 two - year senterice with the Califor 
mia Youth Authority 

“| learned a lot in two and a half years (about the 
prison system), says Wicks. “it stinks.” 

Besides being a full - time student and working 
full time, Wicks has written a book and runs anon 
profit organization. The non - profit organization 
STOP - N - GO, Inc., will be set up to find jobs for 
people coming out of the CYA '!n the past, Wicks has 
gotten businesses to donate supplies to the Folsom 
Prison workshop and is in the process of soliciting 
supplies for Vacaville She is counting on these 
same people tor jobs for ex - CYA inmates 

Her 52 - page book Til You Return,” was 
published by a vanity press in 1980. itis available at 
the Hornet Bookstore. Says Wicks, ‘The idea of the 
book is for it to be a source of some kind of comfort 
to families who suffer (having) to go visit loved 
ones in prison. The idea isn't guilt or innocence or 
whether they're (the prisoners) right or wrong. It's 
what is Going On in society to pul bodies and bodies 
and bodies into prisons like this iS going tc 
remedy the situation (of crime) 

Wicks feeis that most people who are in prisons

shouldn't be there “You Jun'thelp people by caging 
them and telling then that ney re rotten human 
beings You ruin people in prison. You put (a) person 
in prison for five or 10 years, you have very little 
chance of him ever becoming contributive. When 
you punish a kid, you punish him, but you also sup- 
port him with a lot of love and tell him that he's a 
good person. You don't do that with prisons. You 
punish him, and you keep teiling him he’s a rotten 
son of a bitch, and you don't ever let him forget that 
When he it, he's so damn embittered He 
knows nobody loves him, cares for him, and he 
knows he’s rotten, and he goes out, and he just 
proves how rotten he is. | don't think any kind of 
inhumane treatment like that heips anybody. And 
then the sicker ndividual, the (mass murderer) 
(iS) really. truly sick (Do you treat them) by just put- 
ting them in a cage? You don't treat a sick animal 
even by just putting them ina cage 

Wicks feels that most of the people in prisons to 
day could be treats society with a greater effec 
tiveness. She feeis that retribution programs and ex 
tended community counseling would be more effec- 
tive and less Stly than locking prisoners away 

You treat the people who need treating (in an 
ind then the people who can be treated 
leave them society under a 
with counseling and work 
They've proved that works.” She points to programs 
in Washington, Oregon and in San Jose 

She says. They don't put sex offenders into 
prison. They put them into a type of prograrn. They 
integrate therm with their families They have 86 
percent effectiveness. They have a program where

Wicks does agree that there are people for whorn 
counseting wili not work. There are people who sim 
ply dont care what they do to others. She admits 
You're going to have to sort of 
punishment, but if you can the) nor 
violent offenders and all the murderers (who) are 
passionate, one - time murderers and you start cut 
ting down, even (the Folsom Prison Warden) said 
yOu probably wouid only need one prison in each 
State to house the people (who) needed to be 
there 

Wicks plans to practice what she preaches. She 
and her husband pian to set up and run a half - way 


farm in Oregon after he is released. The farm would 
be totally self - sufficient and would have a working 
saw mill set up. The farm wouid be for people who 
were just released from prison and their families 
The purpose of the farrn would be to teach ex - 
offenders mill work and help them adjust to outside 
life Wicks is looking for funding so she can set up 
the farm immediately If she can't get the funding 
from outside sources, she will sell her ranch, held in 
a trust for her until 1985, for the money 

Many people may not agree with Wicks, but it is 
evident that prison systerns in the United States are 
full of problems. Overc:owding and violence will not 
go away by themselves, and neither will the soaring 
crime rate. As Wicks points out. “When half of the 
people are in prisons and half the people are out 
here, maybe they'll realize this.’
